At latest iiiiiil advices iiulecisioii ami 
incapacity continued to mark the mili- 
tary policy of Lord Ciielmslokd in 
Africa. 'I'lie correspondent of the TiOu- 
don Du'thi writes: "I u^idor- 

stand that Lord CnKr,MsFotio informed 
the War Secretary, by las;t mail, that 
in a military sense lio was ready^ and 
delayed only by transport and supplies. 
This' is quite inaccurate. The condition 
of unreadiness at' the present moment 
is utterly flagrant re^^'anling rudimen- 
taw military detail, irrespcetive alto- 
geuier of traus|)ort and supplies. The 
regiments of tlio second division, it is 
^fed^'atimiot formed into brigades, 
nor have Ihe brigadiers been named or 
fixed. It is not yet certain whctlior 
they are to constitute one or two bri- 
gades. There arc no ajipliances to 
carry the rogimantal reserve ammuni- 
tion on the march. The route of inva- 
sion is still undecided. The weakness 
of the will a?id the strange feebleness 
of gi'asp in important matters, and the 
stranger disregard of arrangements in 
details which murk the chief direetion 
of afi'airs, go far to paralyze the eilbrts 
of the subordinates towai-ds (>nergetic 
action. The whole affair is almost 
gi-otesque, but it drives jiractical, pur- 
poseful soldiers almost mad. The march 
from here may Imgiu next week, if 
Lord Cni;r,.usi-'oiti) can tinally make uj) 
his mind upon the scene of invasion. 
It is reported that Uictkwavo tenders 
the surrender of hia own person as a 
guai-anteo of tlio mncority of his proll'or- 
ed submission. The state of afi'airs 
which I have tried lo tlepict may ac- 
count for the fact that men who are 
most eager for lighting and i)restige 
earnestly hope this news may he true." 
The London Standanl'a correspondent 
writes: "A stronc; impression [)rovails 
here that satisfactory terms might he 
made with the Zulus, were the authori- 
ties so inclined. Tlie manner, Iiom evei', 
in which C'ktkwavo's messengers have 
been seized and imprisoned seems to 
point out that it is resolved to enter 
into no negofciationn whatever until a 
decisive. blow has been struck- at Cktk- 
WAYO's power. The p«licy of impris- 
oning messengers is generally condemn- 
ed, as, even if tiio men wlio have come 
in are not of sulKciently high rank for 
us to entertain their proposals, we 
might at least send them back with a 
message to the King to that eOect." 
After reviewing military c|jeiiuions 
and condemning th'^ general in com- 
mand as sluggliali, timid and uncer- 
tain, the correspondent continues : "On 
Sunday next, as at present arranged. 
Lord Chelmsfoku will move forward 
from Utrecht as far as Conference 
HilL Great pressure is put upon him 
fifons.the base, and indeed from ail sides, 
to advance, and it is possible tliat he 
may yet be goaded on to nuik- 
ing up his mind to go foi'ward. 
As, however, he insists upon being ac- 
companied by a waggon train which 
will be eleven miles in length, and the 
grass is now dried or burned n|>, it is 
probal»le that if he makes an aih-ance 
he will speedily have to fall back again. 
There is sufficient food for the troops 
for two months at the front, but 
Lord Chelmsfouu continues to 
ask for more, simply, as far as can bo 
seen, because if ho admitted ho had 
enough ho would have no further ex- 
cuse for delay. The oxas]ieration of 
officers and nien and the pn-sent statu 
of things is intense, and no one can un- 
derstand why Lord C'iiklmspgrd is re- 
tained in command.

: ' "ENGLAND. 

LoNiiby, July IL — The last changes

The Prince of 
Wale.s, Duke of Edinburgh, Duko of 
C'ommught and Duke of Cambridge 
will, during the service^ sit on the right 
of the catafalque. The coffin will re- 
uiaiu in church all day Saturday and 
be removed to tho sacristy at night. 
Three hundred passengers from Paris 
arrived in London yesterday by one 
train to attend tlie funeral.

MoNTRKAL, June 28. — Yesterday, 
about noon, a disturbance and loud and 
violent language was heard in a dilapi- 
dated hou.se on William street in this 
city, but as it was occupied by a man 
named Jacobs and his wife, wdio were 
notoriously dissipated characters, no 
notice was taken of it. Everything af- 
terwards qnioted down until G o'clock 
when Jacobs came to the window and 
cried "Murder 1" several times. After 
considerable hesitation a young man 
went up and at the head of the stairs 
he saw lying u])on the floor the body 
of a woman. The head was completely 
severed from the body and was placed 
in a bucket close by. In tho bucket 
also was the right hand of the unfor- 
tunate woman. He at once gave in- 
formation to the police, who at once 
took charge of the house. The whole 
of tho nock had been removed from the 
trunk and the sight of the jagged 
wound extending almost from shoulder 
to shoulder was sufficient to have un- 
strung the strongest nerves. The ir- 
regularities of the surface of the wound- 
ed part was filled with clotted blood 
and tho large arteries leading to tho 
head were also clogged with congealed 
blood. The rafiimed arm was under- 
neath the body, which was attired in a 
slovenly looking iinsey-woolsey dress. 
Tho dress was disarranged and the legs 
of tho deceased, which were encased in 
dirty brown stockings, were uncovered. 
The head presents a ghastly sight. The 
face is hacked to pieces, evidently with 
an axe. When the police entered the 
house Mrs. Jacobs was in bed, aud al- 
though not very drunk she was not so- 
ber. She professes ignorance of tho 
crime, but further investigation and a 
search of her person showed her under- 
clothing to bo saturated with blood. 
The axo was found in a trunk and tho 
police fi.x Mrs. Jacobs as the murder- 
ess. 

Mattawa, Juno 25. — This morning 
a fire broke out in the Hudson Bay 
Co.'s storehouse, in which was stored 
an immense quantity of provisions and 
other goods. High winds prevailed. 
The fire spread rapidly, and in a very 
short time the adjacent buildings, 
stables, ikc, were iu flames. At one 
timo it seemed as if all the buildings of 
the post were doomed. The flames were 
confined to the buildings above mention- 
ed. Mr. Warrock, Hudson Bay Co.'s 
agent, was badly burned about tho 
neck and back. The loss is roughly 
estimated at about §10,000.

Some vague rumors have been float- 
ing about tho city for the last day or 
two, pointing to trouble among the In- 
dians et Battleford. It has even been 
stated that' large bodies — presumably 
those presided over by Big Bear — had 
invaded the settlement, and that Ijieut.- 
Governor Laird's residence, among 
others, had been sacked. We have been 
unable to verify these statements, but 
there is too much reason to believe that 
Governor Laird is in anything but a 
.safe position, and that ho has foi' some 
time been pointing out to the Govern- 
ment the necessity of precautionary meai.- 
ures in and around Battleford. From in- 
quiries made to-da)^ in the Department 
of the Interior, we learn that no tele- 
grajihic commtinifcation has been had 
with that post since 'the 4tli inst., but 
oftlcial correspondence ha.s been regu- 
larly received, and in it thnre has been 
no intimation of an outbreak.
